once was common to every Bifbep, had 
farce any Thing worldly about him at his 
art Appearance in the World. His Office 
confifted in preaching the Go/pel, in admi- 
ni‘trinc the Sacrame ts, in relieving the Poor, 
in vifiti ‘ the Sic ty and in feeding the Fiock 
of Chri. As he wa ted at the Altar, fo he 
ive! of the Sacrifice; of the voluntary Of- 
ferings of the Gifts of the People, who 
elected him into his Office, on the Recom- 
mendation of a mode{ft and humble Beha- 
viour, of an innocent and exemplary Life. 
But being invefted with temporal Juril- 
diction, by Princes profeffing the Cd-:fiian 
Fath, and having drawn together immenfe 
Riches, from the Bounty and Superftition 
of other Lay Benefactors, he no longer be- 
haved as a Mirsfter and Steward, but as Lord 
ever God's Heritage, as claiming Domnion 
aith and Confdiences of Men. Not 
contented with ruling his own Drocefe, he 
atlumed Pre-eminence above the whole Ep:f- 
copal Order, and ufurped fupreme Authority 
in all Ecclefiaft:cal Affairs. Tho” he affetted 
lo much Hum iiry as to ftile himfelf Servant 
of the Servants of God, when the Bithop of 
Confantinople arrogated the Title of Unrver- 
jal Bijbop, which Pope Gregory calls a pro- 
te and blafpbemous Name, yet the Bilhop 
of Rome, not many Years aiterwards, was 
guilty of the fame Arrogance, and with 
much Importunity obtained a Grant of the 
lame Yurle from Phocas, the Murderer of 
‘ue preceding Emperor, and Ufurper of his 
lorone, 

The Pope having made himfelf Sowere'gn 
ot the Clergy, endeavour’d to extend his 
Svvrrergnty to the Laity, and to govern as 
independent on the Crai/ Power, and even 
as fuperior to Emserors and Kings. His En- 
ceavours to fhake off Subje@tion to the Im- 
pertal Power, fucceeded with le‘s Difficulty, 
as the Emperor had transferred his Refidence 
from Rome to Conftantinople, and was alto- 
gether detained in the Eaftern Provinces, 
where he was feldom difengazed from fo- 
reign or inteftine War. An £d& having 
been publithed by the Emperor Leo, forbid- 
cing the Worfoip of Images, and ordering 
the Ejcéion of them out of ail Chu-ches in the 
Empire, which was now overfpread with 
Idolatry, the Pope took Occafion from hence 
to foment fach rebellious Commotions, that 
the Romans and other Italian States revolt- 
ing from the Imperial Government, the 
greateft Part of Italy was difmembred from 
the Empire of the Eaf., As reafonable and 


over the FP 


fcem, the Pope condemned it as impious and 
beretical, and not only excommunicated the 
Emperor's Deputy, who loft his Life in at- 
fempting to execute his Mafter’s Ed& ; 
but at iength proceeded fo far as tovpafs 
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Sentence of Excommunication and Depo- 
ition on Leo himilelf. The Biop of Rome 
having thus ma/fered the Emperor of Rome, 
defpoiled him of his ## fern Dominions, die 
vided the Spoil with the Lemd.rds, and hereby 
gained no {mall Acceffion of Putr:mony to 
the Church, 
A. Tho’ he no longer ftood in Awe of the 
Emperor, yet the King ot Lombardy was be- 
come fo formidable a Neighbour, and had 
commenced iuch alarming Hottilities, that 
the Pope could no longer enjoy the Fruits 
Of Rebellon and Rap:re in Peace. Under 
this Diftrefs and Danger of the Church, he 
receives that Affiftance which he earneftly 
folicits tram the King of France. After a 
B long and fuccefsful War carned on by Pepin, 
and by his Succeffor Charles the Great, the 
Lombards were utterly defeated and dif- 
pers’d; a large Share of their Country was 
annexed to the Papa Domintons, anda Pe- 
rind was put to the Kinzdom of Lombardy, 
which had lafted more than two hundred 
Years, In return for fuch fignal Services, 
C Charles was conducted in Triumph to Rome ; 
was there proclaimed Fa:peror of the Weft, 
and received the Imperial Crown from the 
Hands of the Pope. During the Reigns of 
the French Emperors, the Pepe, who was 
under the Proteétion of France, was re- 
ftrain’d both by his Intereft and Safety from 
making Invafions on the Imperial Rights. 
But the Family of Charles the Great being 


D extinét, and the Empire devolved on Ger- 


man Vrinces, the Necks of thofe Princes 
were foon made fubjcét to the Papas Yoke. 
Henry IV. endeavouring to retain a Right 
inherent in his Crown, the Right of con- 
ferring Bifhopricks, or of giving Invefirtures 
to Bifhops, incurred the Sentence of Ex- 
communication, and was forced to take a 
E, Journey into /t2/y in the Mid@t of Winter 
to wait for three Days, bare-footed and 
meanly cloathed, at the Pope’s Gate; and 
to undergo the fevereft Hardfhips and In- 
’ dignities, in order to procure Abjolution at 
Rome. But falling egain under the fame 
Sentence, and his Son, as well as Subjects, 
rebelling again{t him at the Inftigation of 
the Pope, the poor, depofed, and impri 


- 


f foned Emperor was at length overwhelmed 


with AMidtions, which brouvht down bis 
grey Hars conb Scrrow to the Grave. His 
Succeffor Jienry V. wearied with unavailing 
Stragzles for the Richt of Inveftiture, and 
over-awed by the Spiritual Thunder of 
Rome, chofe to recede from his juft Claims, 
and to acquiefce under the Incroachments 


religious as the Ed:@ here mention’d mutt G of Papal Power. As the fucceeding Empe- 


rors were fwayed by the fame paffive Difpa- 
fitions, fo the Pope was not afraid, when 
his Hands had placed the Imperial Crown 
on the Head of iHerry VI. to hick it off with 
bis Foot ; intimating, by this Sees 
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tion, that Kings and their Crowns were de- 
pendent on his ¥7//, on the Will of an in- 
folent, daring, rebellious Prieft. 

The Pope, who had now fubdued Em- 
pires on the Continent, was tempted by 
Avarice, as well as Ambition, to add fo 
wealthy an Ifarid-as Britair, to the con- 
gucred Prowinces of the Roman See. In order 
to wreft ‘rom the Kings of Engiaxd fo ef- 
fential a Branch of the Royal Supremacy 
as the Right of Inveftiture, Anfelm, a tur- 
bulent and haughty Afont, advanced to the 
See of Canterbury by William V1. was {pi- 
rited up and employed by the Pope as a 
proper Perfon, to oppofe the King in ex- 
ercifing the above-mention’d Right. The 
Oppofition of Anfelm was carried on with 
fo much Violence, and at the fame Time 
with fo much Succefs, that Henry J. having 
mo other Way to extricate himfelf out of 
his prefent Difficulties, thought fit to fur- 
render the Right of Inveffiture, and to fa- 
crifice his own juft Prerogatives to the 
Pcpe’s unrighteous Claims. 

The Papal Power, that had been thus en- 
ereafed by making &/bes: independent on 
Aings, was ftil] further encreafed by making 
45bos independent on Bifrops, and by en- 
couraging the Regular Clerzy to throw off 
Obedience to their proper Dicccfans, and to 
put themfelves under the fole Direction of 
the Pope. Tho’ this muft feem an enor- 
mous Stretch of Power, yet it cannot be 


thought ftrange, that a numcrous Body of D 


Men, fo much devoted to the Pope, and fo 
well qualified to do him Service in publick, 
aS Preachers, and in private, as Con feffors, 
were lifted into his Service ; fince he could 
not but forefee, that fuch Men would prove, 
what they really proved, a ftanding ALi Ltia, 
always prepared to fight the Pope’s Battles ; 
to draw the Sword, or the Dagger in his 
Quarrels ; and to rid him of his Adverfa- 
ries by fecret Treachery, or by open Force. 
To prevent the Riches of the Clergy from 
reverting to the Laity, and to deprive the 
Civil Magiftrate of the ftrongeft Pledges of 
ealty which Subjects can give, Celibacy 
was bound as an indifpenfable Duty both 
en the Secular and Regular Clergy, and the 
State of Marriage, which the Scriptures re- 
commend as honsurahle in ail Men, was pro- 
hibited by the Papel Canons, as a moft im- 
pure and criminal State. The Cergy being 
no longer conne&ed with the Larry, by any 
Ties of Intereft or Affection, no longer be- 
haved as Fellow-Subjects, but as Members 
of a diticrent Body, under a different Head. 


A Behaviour fo licentious and diffolute asG on a free and indepen 


theirs, in the Reign of Henry t¥. when Rob. 
beries and Murders were frequently com- 
mitted by Ecclefaficks, called for a Rtri@ 
and {peedy Execution of the Laws. But a 
general £oempa on from the Laws was claimed 


by Ecclefiaftical Offenders, and was afferted 
in a furious and frantick Manner, by Themzs 
Becket, Archbifhop of Canterbury, a proud 
unruly, domineering Prelate, whofe Heart 
was fet upon deprefiing the Roya! Aibority, 
and upon carrying the Papal Power beyond 
all Bounds. The publick Affairs at home 
A and abroad, were fo much embarraffed by 
the traiterous Prattices of Becker, affifted 
by the King of France, as well as the Pope, 
that Henry defpairing of Succefs againtt fe 
ftrong a Confederacy, agreed to a Reeon- 
ciliation with the Arcbdifrop, on the hard 
Conditions impofed by the Pope. The Crown 
was not only defpoiled of all Jurifdiction 
with refpect to the Perfons and Pofiefions 

B of the Clergy, but Becker having been killed 
on fome frefh Provocations, the King wai 
forced to atone for the Guilt of an AGion 
that could not juftly be laid to his Charge, 
by fubmitting to a moft ignominious Pr- 
mance, and by fuffering the Difeipline of 
the Whip, inflicted by the vileft Hands, 
by the Hands of cruel and contemptible 

: Monks.

They viewed 
the Face of the Kingdom of Hungary, here- 
tofore the Seat of Liberty, disfigur'd by 
the fame Innovation: And Poland, that 
boafts to have preferv'd her antient Laws 
entire, has fuffer’d injurious Alterations. 
In thort, which Way foever we caft our 
Eyes, we fhall find Attempts of the fame 
Nature profper ; only in England they have 
fail'd. Whence I conclude, that, meugre 
all that has been faid of the Exg/ifh Nation, 
they are the wifeft and moft prudent Peo- 
ple that we know of under she Sun.

and Clamours, I am convinced, no 
Man in Scotland, at leaft not any 
confiderable Number of Men, would

Jhis Morning arrived at bis Grace the Duke 
ef Newcaitle’s Office, one of bis Majefty’s 
M:ffengers, with Difpetches from Mr. Vil- 
lettes, bis Majefly’s Minifier at the Court 
ef the King of Sardinia, contaimng the 
following Advices, 

Nice, December 1, N.S. 
HE Paflage of the Var was attempted 
and executed with the greateft Suc- 
eefs Yefterday Morning. The whole Army 
marched in fix Columns, five of Infantry 
to the Right, and one of Cavalry to the 

Left. The Body that was the moft to the 

Right, was defigned to be the Van-Guard, 

and, by paffing on the uppermoft Part of 

the River, to take the few Pofts of the 

Enemy in their Flank ; upon which, and 

their making a Signal, the other Columns 

were to advance, and march through the 

Water, each of them led by Peafants, who 

were acquainted with the fording Places.

How to preferve Fruits a Year round, with 
Jeveral curious Philofopbical Obfervations, 
and Experiments, 


STR, 

Vx think it almoft impoffible to pre- 

ferve Fruits a whole Year, without lo- 
fing any Thing of their Colour, Figure, 
Tafte, or Savour: 1 fuppofe I have found 
a Way that comes pretty near it, which 
you may try whenfoever you pleafe. 

Take a Glafs Veffel, whofe Mouth is large 
enough to receive the Fruit, without hurt- 
ink it; dry it a little by the Fire, both to 
rarify the inward Air, and to take away 
the Humidity that might be about the Sides 
of the Glafs: Then put in your Fruit, 
Which muft be very found and clean, nei- 
ther too green nor too ripe ; but take Care 
above all, that it be not wet; cover it 
With a Stopple or Lid of Glafs, and {eal it 
hermetically, melting the Brink of the Lid, 
and the Lips of the Veifel with the Flame 
bf a Candle, that they may be incorporated 
together: Set this-Veifel in a Place neither 
too cold nor too hot, “as a deep Cellar, 
whofe Air having but little Communica- 
tion with the exterior Air, may remain the 


whole Year almoft in the fame State : I fay, F 


that thefe Fruits fhall be preferved found, 
without receiving any fenfible Alteration ; 
which I prove thus: 

Glafs is made of the Athes of a Plant 
called Soude, and of Fearn, whofe Particles 
are of an irregular Figure, and contain 
many porous and fpongious Salts ; which 
being expofed to the utmoft A@iivity of the 
Fire, have their Corners broken, and their 
{mall Superficies fo polifhed, that they may 
touch one another almoft on all Sides. 
However, as the Aithereal Matter is cir- 
eumfufed every where, and in a continual 
ecember, 1746. 





Agitation ; and the fluid Particles of the 
melted Afhes cannot refift the Motion of 
this Matter, fo it gets a free Paffage be- 
twixt them, but fo flreight, that neither 
the fineft Corpufcles of the Air, nor the 
{malleft Atom of any Thing befides irfelf, 
can pafs thro’ thefe Pores. Thence it is 
that Glafs is tran{parent, and withal impe- 
netrable to any other Bodies, but the {mall 
Particles of Light. 

Thence likewife proceeds the Fragility 
of G4afs; For as it is not compofed of 
branched Particles, that are intwined to- 
gether, but only joined by their Super- 
ficies, and not fo immediately neither, as 
to ftop.the Paffage of the A‘thereal Mat- 
ter ; it plainly follows, that they muit be 
liable to an eafy Divifion. This, however, 
does not import, that any other Bodies be- 
fides that Matter can pafs thro’ the Pores 
of the Glafs;: For we know by daily Ex- 
perience, that the moft refined Spirits are 
fafely preferved in Glafs Veffels, provided 
they be full and carefully ftopped. Nay, 
the moft piercing Odours, as Oil of Am- 
ber, Elixir or Spirit of Sulphur, and of 
Horfe’s Urine, included in a Bottle her- 
metically fealed, do not fenfibly tranfpire, 
how hard foever the Bottle be fhaken, and 
the Liquor heated by that Motion. When 
you cut the Bark of a green Cedar Tree, 
there comes out a moft ftrong and piercing 
Spirit in the Form of Smoak, which how- 
ever cannot penetrate thro’ the Pores of a 
Cryftal Phial, extreamly thin, and fealed 
with melted Glafs, fo far as to impart any 
Thing of its Smell to the Water in the 
Phial. Of Odcours, thofe that are continu- 
ally emitted from the Bodies of living Crea- 
tures, are none of the weakeft, as appears 
by the quick Smeiling of Dogs ; and yet a 


E Gentleman having put a Partridge into a 


thin Glafs Veffel, which he clofely lopped, 
and placed in a dark Corner of the Room, 
and having let out a Spaniel, which ran 
about a long while, neither the Dog nor 
the Partridge were ever fenfible that they 
were fo near one another. 

If the fubtle Corpufcles of Odours cannot 
be admitted thro’ the Pores of the Glafs, 
much lefs will the groffeft Particles cf the 
Air and Water get Entrance there. And 
therefore a Bottle having been heated and 
filled with well dry’d and pounded. Salt, 
and then. hermetically fealed, it was let 
down into a Pit, and there left a Fortnight 
in the Water; after which Time it was 
drawn up again, and the Salt found as dry 
and entire, as when it was firft put into the 
Giafs. Neverthelefs, I will not deny, that 
this Experiment having been reiterated fe- 
veral Times, it once or twice happened 


that fome Moifinels was perceived on one 
4M Side.

Thefe Experiments, the Truth of which 
I cannot fufpect, as having been made by 
curious Searchers of Nature, perfuade me, 
that the external Agents, as Air, Vapour, 
Exhalations, Water, and the like, which 
produce more effe€tually the Corruption and 
Diffipation of Bodies, cannot operate upon 
uch as are clofely included in Glafs. 

But you will fay, that the Corruption of B 
Fruits proceeds from an internal Principle, 
viz. trom the Fermentation of their Juices, 
which is indeed increafed by the A@ion 
of the Air, and the nitrous, watery, and 
other heterogeneous Bodies, which its Cor- 
pufcles contain in their Cavities, but cannot 
altogether ceafe, tho” you take away this 
partial Caufe. Befides, the Fermentation ¢ 
of foft and tender Fruits, as Cherries, Straw- 
berries, Rafberries, Currants, Goofberries, 
Plums, Figs, Grapes, and the like, is ex- 
traordinary quick, and may be accidentally 
encreafed in thefe Glafs Veffels by the na- 
tural Weight and Preffure of thefe Fruits, 
which by their Pofition being directed to- 
wards the Bottom of the Glafs, muft needs 
bruife one another's Skins, mix together, D 
and ferment the more vislently, as there is 
neither Room nor Paffage to evaporate. 

This Difficulty feems to overthrow all 
the former Speculations ; however, before 
I give them over for lofi, I Mail premife 
the following Reafons, Experiments, and 
Conjeftures. 1. That when Fruits have 
attained a certain Degree of Ripenefs, they F 
remain for a While in that State, provided 
they be gather’d at that Time, and taken 
away from the Action of the Sun. 2. 
That if they come afterwards to ferment 
and rot, this proceeds either from their 
mutual Preilure, or from the Lmpreffion of 
aerial, nitrous, and watery Corputcles. 
2 That if it were not f, no Fruits could F 

kept a Week. 4. That in the Southern 
Parts of France they ule a very cafy Way 
to preferve Bunches of Grapes til} the very 
Months of April or Mey; they cut them 
in fair Weather, and chufe fuch as are 
white, thinly fet, of a competent Maturity, 
and whofe Grapes are fomewhat big ; they 
hang them ina fhady Place, and fhelter’d 
as much as poffible from the Effe@ts of the G 
Sun and Wind ; and unlefs the Séafon be 
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tion has intruded itfelf on our ™ rs 
fraught with all the gloomy Terrors, 


Shore again, 


From all this it is plain, that the Fer. 
mentation of Fruits comes either fiom 
their Preffure one upon another, or from 
thie Operation of the Air and Sun - and that 
Fruits included in a Clafs hermetically 
fealed, and kept im a fhady and temperate 
Place, will be only expofed to the firt In- 
conveniency ; fo thatif there could be found 
an Oil without any Smell or Tafte, and the 
F ruits were made to fwim in it, and both 
included in a Glafs Veffel flopp'd as before, 
this would, methinks, do the Work effec. 
tually ; for fuch an Oil having no Particles 
thin enough to enter into the Pores of 
Fruits, its grofs and fat Particles would 
ftop the faid Pores, hinder the Over. 
flowing of the Juices, and confequently 
the Fermentation 

Since I writ this, I have been informed 
by a worthy Gentleman, a great Lover of 
Natural Philofophy, of a curious Experi- 
ment, which wonderfully confirms my 
Conje@ture, viz. that he had preferved Fifl 
frefh, having been before cleanfed, in a 
Glafs Veffel filled with Olive Oil, and care- 
fully opt, a whole Year; and that neither 
the Oil, nor the Fifh, loft any Thing of 
their Tafte, 

And therefore, to avoid the Trouble of 
fealing the Glafs hermetically, or the Dan- 
ger of breaking it in melting its Lips, it 
would perhaps fuffice to cover the Joining 
of the Lid and Veffel with feveral Layings 
of Clay and Paper between them ; for that 
this is enough to keep out the Air and 
Moiftnefs, appears by the daily Experience 
of the Chymifts, who preferve in long 
neck’d Bottles, ftopt that Way, not oniy 
their Salts and Oils, but even their moi 
volatile and fpirituous Liquors.

The firft Emotion I experienced, was 
that of the moft lively and piercing Gra- 
titude to Providence, and the Arm that 
faved me from the deep Abyfs ; that Cave 
of continued Deftructions t.

Suppofe us 
now near ten Miles from either Shore,

The golden Rays of the Sun darting thro* 
the Gloom of the furrounding Woods, and 
reflected upon the tranflucent Face of the 
watry Plain, gave fo lively a PerfpeQive 
Draught of the circumjacent Country, that 
we were at a Lofs whether to fix our ad- 
miring View upon the Reality, or the Re- 
prefentation, Thefe Woods, every where 
diverfify'd with interfperfed Plantations, by 
their reverend Gloom, feemed the Retreat of 
fome antient Drurds; nor could I forbear a 
kind of Reverence for fo awful a Scene, re- 
ally much calculated for a Seat of fuperfti- 
tiousRites and Ceremonies; where nota Sigh 
of the fofteft Zephyr, but in a mournful, 
melancholy Whifper, is heard thro* the whole 
Foreft, and feems even to form articulate 
Scunds: Whilft now ard then the long 
paufing Scream of the Turty, or the quick, 
{mart Cry of the Pareguct, interrupts the 
refponfive Lays of the Zurtle, and the reft of 
the mufical Choir, and pafies in thrilling 
Chorus from Grove to Grove, from Brake to 
Brake ; whilft imitative Ecko fondly retains 
the Sound. Who can, here, help recalling to 
his Mind, the Fauns and Saryrs of the An- 
tients ; their Fables of Diana and her Vir- 
gin Train, and their whole beautiful Deco- 
ration of the Sy/van Scene ? When thefe Fa- 
bles were firft fung, even the now defpoiled 
and defart Regions of Achaia, and the 
Territories of lraly, Gaul and Britain, bore 
jut fuch an Afpe€t ; fo buried in the Depth 
of alinoft impaffuble Woods, and the Inha- 
bitants of fome of them little more civiliz'd 
tlian the Jndian Natives of thefe Regions,

t Ses fome Lines under the Title of 
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And no doubt, but in Proportion to the 
Increafe of our Colonies, the Manners of 
the antient Poileffors may be polifh’d, and 
their brutal Fiercenefs tam’d; fecing fo many 
potent Nations are exhaufted, already, by 
their inteftine Wars, or Broils with the Eu- 
ropeans, that they are ‘in the whole America 
not of half fo much Importance as they were 
100 Yearsago. Nay, many Nations live a- 
mongft the Engh/b, thew: being feveral Set- 
tlements of them inNew-England,Maryland, 
Georgia, &c. and in the firft nam’d Place, 
whole Tribes who have embrac’d the Chri- 
ftian Religion, and have Teachers of their 
own fet apart to the Miniftry. Like our 
Preoccupiers, the Antient Britons, the Indians 
perform all religious Ceremonies and My- 
fteries in the deepeft Retreat of the Woods ;

Ficld, no farther than for Profit, whilft 
their choice Hours of Pleafure are generally 
fought in the Shade. I remember to have 
afk’d the famous Joanabowi, fo carefs’d in 
Encland fome Years ago, by the Royal Fa- 
mily, how he lik’d that Country ? He told 
me, they were good People, but that it was 
a poor Country, and he could not live in it, 
becaufe they had no Woods nor Deer, 
but what were kept in fome Gardens ; 
for fo he ftil'd the Parks of England *. 
But to return: The Infinity of Sloops and 
Barks that appeared every where around, 
the fine Vifta’s up York and Fames Rivers, 
and other navigable Streams, the prodigious 
Flights of Wild Fowl, that darken’d the 
Air, allin their native Strains hymning the 
Great Creator ; the dlbreores, Dolphins and 
Porporfes wantoning on every Side, and a 
long, long View of the wide Ocean, with 
a whole Ficet of Veffels in the Offing, 
tumbling in the Calm, and reeling their 
lofty, unfteady Heads ; the Lowing of the 
goodly Kine, the Bleating of the Sheep, 
the Neighing of the ufeful Steed, and the 
Cries of the laborious Hufbandman, plung’d 
us into an admiring Extafy: Nor could we 
forbear to exclaim, How manifold are thy 
Works, O Lord! In Wifdom haf thou made 
them all! The Earth is full uh Riches ; 
So is this great and wide Sea, wherein are 
Things creeping innumerable, both fmall and 
great Beafis: There go the Ships, &c. A de- 
licious Moon-light Nighg fucceeded this 
brillant Day, and exhibited ftill new and 
more delettable Scenes of Wonder, and 
Millions of unknown Regions, the Work 


of an eternal, unbounded Creation. Loft in 
the Contemplation of thefe Bleffings! Struck 
with fuch a Field of Magnificence! Fycls. 
mation and Rapture is fucceeded by the 
loweft Adoration, and the moft unicigned 
Praifes ! P 


Where’er we ftir, where’er we look or

At Eight the fucceeding Morning, we dif- 
cover’d the red Clifts of Yort Town, and the 
oppofite Town of Glouceffer ; and fure, no- 
thing could form a more romantick Sight. 
The Place being fomewhat fitwated like Do- 
ver, and the Town ftanding on a Delcent, 
you can only perceive 3 or 4 Houtes at firtt 
View, and fcarce any Thing prefents itfelf 
but thefe fteep, fandy Banks, dug into an 
infinite Number of Holes and Caverns, and 
the Battery of Guns before the Town upon 
the Pitch of the Bluff. 

York-Town, Capital of the County of 
that Name, is fituated on a rifing Ground, 
gently defcending every Way into a Valley, 
and tho” but ftragglingly built, yet makes no 
inconfiderable Figure. You perceive a great 
Air of Opulence amongft the Inhabitants, 
who have fome of them built themiclvcs 
Houfes, equal in Magnificence to many ot 
our fuperb ones at St. Fanvs’s ; a thole ot 
Mr. Lightfoot, Nelfon, &c. Almolt every 
confiderable Man keeps an Equipage, tho’ 
they have no Concern about the dierent 
Colours of their Coach Horfes, driving fre- 
quently black, white, and chefnut, .n te 
fame Harnefs, The Taverns are many here, 
and much frequented, and an unbounded 
Licentioufnefs feems to taint the Morais of 
the young Gentlemen of this Place. 1%

Building, and is no unhandfome Structure. 
The amiable Hofpitality I have juft paid 
an Eulogium upon, on the other Sice "e 
Bay, feems on this Shore to have fc und no 
great Footing : Schemes of Gain, or Pat-

F them the glorious Propenfity to doing a 
The moft confiderable Houtes are of Brick;

leed. The Country furrounding is thickly 
overfpread with Plantations, and the Plan- 
ters live, in a Manner, equal to Men of the 
beit Fortune ; fome of them being poffefs’d 
of sco or 10c0/. a Year, Sterling. 

Gloxcofer, Hampton, and Norfolk, areTowns 
of near the fame Structure, there being little 
Difference, fave that at the lait mention’d 
Place, a Spirit of Trade reigns, far furpaffing 
that of any other Part of Virginia, A great 
Number of Veffels are fitted out from 
thence, to trade to the Northward and the 
Vt Indies ; and the Inhabitants are, from 
their great Intercourfe with Strangers, abun- 
dantly more refin’d. But before I leave 
York entirely, I fhould juft mention the 
Battery, that is the Defence of the Town, 
which at this Time yas under the Dire€tion 
of an aukward Enginger, by Trade a Bar- 
ber, and is as defpicably contriv’d for the 
Safety of the Place, as‘it, no doubt, would 
be conduéted in a Time of Danger. In- 
deed, Virginia is quite. an open Country 


off the Coaft,’in the moft violent Storms 
that ever I experinc’d ; and having reckon’d 
it as only a Run of 3 or 4 Days, our Pro- 
vifions were too fmall in Quantity for the 
Time we were likely to remain in this Si. 
tuation. Add to this, a Veffel that could 
hardly keep above Water, the was fo foul 
and rotten, and no Hands that could be of 
Service, byt the Mater, a Negro Fellow, 
and a Boy: For our Lading confifted of all 
the Scum of Virginia, who had been re- 
cruited for the Service of Georgia, and who 
were ready at every Turn to mutiny, whilft 
they belch’d out the moft fhocking Oaths, 
wifhing Deftru€tion to the Veffel and every 
Thing in her; nor would offer the leatt 
Hand to help in this Diftrefs: Nay, they 
were not to be perfuaded even to go upon 
Deck for the Difcharge of Nature ; but per- 
forming all thofe Offices below, we began 
to fear a Plague, as well as Drowning. 
The Matter, on the other Side, in a fuper- 
{titious Fit, was for cafting Lots who fhould 
be the ‘Yonah of the Ship, being fure, he 


to the Incurfions of am Enemy, having C faid, there was fome Murderer on board ; 


little to refift an Attack by Sea, but the 
Men of War ftation’d there, which are ge- 
nerally two or three. In a Land Expee 
dition from the Natives, or French and Spa- 
tiards, indeed, their Numbers, ‘tis hop’d, 
will always proteét them, feeing that they 
could affemble at the fhorteft Warning, a 
Militia of 18 or 20,000 Men. hey have 
alfo fome Forts towards the Apalaches, 
Which bridle the Indians, and fecure the 
Trade with them. 

Williamfoureh is a moft wretched con- 
triv'd Affair for the Capital of a Country, 
being near tliree Miles from the Sea, in a 
bad Situation. There is nothing confide- 
rable in it, but the College, the Governor's 
Houfe, and one or two more, 
no bad Piles; and the prodigious Number 
of Coaches that croud the deep, fandy 
Streets of this little City. It’s very fur- 
prizing to me, that this fhould be preferr'd 
to ‘Famgs-Town, Hampton, or fome other Si- 
tuations I could mention, Here the Courts 
of Juftice are held, and with a Dignity and 


Decorum, that would become them even in p 


Europe. The prefent Lieut. Governor Gooch 
is much beloved by every one, and by his 
mild and agreeable Difpofition, diffufes Con- 
tent every where around. The Pofts that 
are moft ftickled for here, are the Office of 
Secretary, which is faid to be worth goo/. 
fer Annum ; and the being Naval Officers to 
the feveral Counties, which are Places of 
good Profit.— -

bound for Frederica in Georgia, immediately

If this 
be not quickly done, we are very certain it 
will not be his Majefty’s Fault, who aifures 
us, in his moft gracious Speech, that ¢ it fhall 
* be his particular Care to exert our Strength 
* at Sea, in the moft effe€tual Manner, for 
‘ the Defence of his Kingdoms and Poffef- 
* fions, the Proteétion of the Trade of his 
* Subjeéts, and the Annoyance of our Ene- 
* mies,” If Commanders to do all this 
can be found, methinks, they need not a 
more encouraging Declaration to animate 
their Courage. 

But the Supplies, whether to be expended 
by Land or Sea, are what I have at this 
Time immediately in View. We know they 
muit be great ; and the Queftion therefore 
is, How may they be railed with the greateft 
Frugality ?>——-This was the Point argued 
laft Year by that worthy Magiftrate and 
Senator, that Ornament of the City of 
London, from whom I have taken myMotto. 
He did not attempt to diftrefs the M@——s 
by oppofing their Demands in the general ; 
but, like an honeft Patriot, fhewed the ex- 
travagant Abfurdity of their own Scheme 
for fatisfying thofe Demands, and offered 
them two or three which were demonftra- 
bly better for the End propofed, would 
have been infinitely more fatisfa€tery to the 
Publick, and muft have faved the Nation, 
then in great Want of Money, above half 
a Million Sterling. ‘Tho’ they were not at 
that Time attended to, ought fuch Propo- 
fals as thefe ever to be forgotten ? Ought 
they not conftantly to be urged, whenever 
the Supplies are before the H—fe, till they 
have at Jeaft the Honour of a fair Trial, 
which, if fuccefsful, would give them an 
eternal Preference, on all Occatfions, to Jobbs 
and Bargains, which are demonftrated to 
he a double Injury to the Publick ? To ob- 
tain fuch a Trial, in the prefent S-—n, 
was, doubtlefs, the Author's View in re- 
publithing and defending his Propofals, after 
the Supplies for the laft Year were over ; 
and if I can in the leaft contribute to pro- 
mote that View, by making his Arg.ments 
more generally read, or better confidered, 
before the CortraSors hawe firicken Phands to 
b-Ik the Publick of another Half Million 
next Year, when Money, perhaps, may be 
even more wanted than it was the laft, I 
thall think I have done fome little Service 
to my Conntry. 

Thofe who have a Mind to fee the Rea- 
fons in Support of each Particular, fhould 
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confult the Pamphiet ; from which I thall 
give only the following general Propotiti- 
ons, without copying the Words, or, per- 
haps, always keeping ftritly to the exadé 
Force of the Thoughlits, w=. 

** When Money is to raifed by the Go- 
vernment, it ought to be done in the Way 
moft eafy and moft agreeable to the People 
in general. 

This cannot be by an exclufive Contract 
between the M——r and a few ‘fotbers, 
wherein the latter affume the Name of the 
Monied Men, tho’ they venture fcarce any 
Thing upon their own Bottom. 

Thefe Monicd Men, as they affect to call 
themfelves, have often no Property in the 
Lands, nor Concern in the Trade of Great 
Britain; pay nothing to the Expence of 
any Government, nor have any other In- 
tereft in the Fate of the prefent, than what 
refults from the Continuance of thefe Mo- 
ney Contraéts. 

The MM. rs who deal with thefe 
Monied Men, there is good Reafon to think, 
go Snacks with them in Profits of the Con- 
tra€ts; which is the Reafon they prefer 
this Manner of Dealing to one that is more 
open. . 

In the laft Contraét for 3 Millions, the 
vifible Profits amounted to 67 5,000/. befides 
the Advantages made in retailing by the 
original Engroffers, which muft amount to 
another very large Sum. 

And this is Moncy really loft to the Pub- 
Jick, and as much a Burthen to them, as 
if this 675,000/. extraordinary, and all the 
Advantages made by private Retailing, 
were fo much the more added to the real 
Expences of the Year for the Ufes of the 
Government, 

But an open Subfcription, either by Way 
of Lottery or Annuities, for any Sum of 
Money wanted by the Government, would 
anfwer the Ends of the Publick as well, 
and of Individuals who had Money to lend, 
much better than exclufive Contras: For 
it would fave to the Nation all that was paid 
extraordinary to the Contractors in the ori- 
ginal PBargair, and to Individuals all that 
thofe Contractors make them pay above 
the original Price for {mall l’ortions of their 
Purchafe. 

And there would be no Fear of a Sub- 
foription’s filling in this Way, as well as in 
that which has been lately pra@tifed: For the 
contraéting Engroffers have fuch Times al- 
lotted them for different Payments of the 
whole Sum to the Government, that by the 
Difpofal of Parts to Individuals they ufually 
make up the Money for each Payment 
before it is due, and fometimes with a 
great deal of Advantage in their own 
Pockets. 

Whereas, if every Purchafer, who bought 
4Nz2 ne 
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no more than he intended to keep, or run 
the Hazard of Himfelf, was to buy of the 
Government orginally, and pay his Money 
into the Exchequer dire@ly, at the Time 
limited, there would he nothing to pay for 
the Intervention of thefe Middle-Men the 
vege each Man would have the Portion 
1e could afford to buy at the original Price 


fet by Law, and the Chance himfelf of the ° 


whole Advantage it might afterwards pro- 
duce. 

This would entirely rvin the Trade of 
Stock-jebbing, and take it out of the Power 
of any fmal] Set of Men to rai‘e or fall the 
Value of Publick Credit on any Emergency, 
the great Detriment of which we have 


lately feen: For as few Men would have B 


more Stock by them than they defigned 
originally to keep, or have laid out more 
Money than they could fpare from their 
Bofinefs, or the Produce of their Eftates, 
the Stock brought to Market on any fingle 
Occafion could not be fo great as to caufe 
much Alteration in the Price of it. 

And it is to be ob/erved, that at a Time 
when the Government wants Money the 
moft, which is in Time of War, it is the 
Mistortune of private Perfons that they 
have moft to lend: For as Trade and Com- 
merce are then always at a Jower Ebb than 
in Times of Peace, much of the Money, 
which in peaceful Times is employ’d in 
thefe, the Owners are now willing to part 
with at fome Advantage, rather than keep 
it by them as a dead Stock. 

As to the Pra@icability of raifing fo 
gnuch Money as three Millions by Lottery 
only, if the Adventurers were all thus to 
buy at prime Value; it is demonftrated by 
what was done in 1711 and 1712, which 
were the two laft of Queen Ane’s long and 
expenfive War. 
in Vogue, and the great Companies were 
againft the Miniftry; and yet, by the vo- 
Juntary Subfcriptions of the People, in the 
firft of thefe Years was raifed by Lotteries 
3,690,000/%, and in the laft 3,600,0c0/. 

It is alfo exceeding probable, that by al- 
Jowing only 11 for 10, or 3,300,000/. in 4 
per Cert. Annuitie=, to raife 3,000,000. of 
ready Money by Lottery for the Govern- 
ment, the 300,000/. might be fo difpofed, 
as, added to the intrinfick Value ofa certain 
Number of Tickets, to make Prizes enough 
for Encouragement to fill the whole Lottery, 
and yet every Blank to retain the original 
Value of the Ticket, which thovld be 10/.””

If all who had 
Tickets then left had been reduced to ftand 
the Chance of them themfeives, how jufily 
would they have been ufed? But People 
are mad, and will be Gaming at any Difad- 
vantage: It fhould be the Care of their 
Rulers, therefore, to make them play upon 
as equitable Terms as poffible, which can 
be done no other Way but by giving them 
an equal Chance for their Money. 

Should the M y give away another 
675,00c/, in order to raife Three Millions 
for next Year, when fo much Oeconomy is 
talk’d of as neceffary in fmall Articles, 
when it is demonftrated that fo many Dil- 
advantages arife to the People, from this 
Manner of Dealing, and that the fame 
Money may be had with as much Punc- 
tuality, more Honour to thofe who difpenfe 
it, and infinitely more Juftice and Satistac- 
tion to the People who are to furnifh it, 
what muft afterwards be the Reflections o!

HERE are few Things that could hap-

try. I propofe to you nothing that is dark, 
dangerous, or impraéticable ; but what is 
diated by your own Interefts, and requi- 
fite in your prefent Circumftances. You 
have now no other Choice to make ; you 
have no more Time to lofe. The Whole 
is before you, and all is in your own 
Power. You have fhewn fufficiently, how 
much you are afraid of being made a Pro- 
vince of France; and therefore we- have 
a Right to expect you fhould be ready to do 
whatever appears neceffary to prevent it. 
If thefe are your Sentiments, this is your 
Road, this is your Time; and you will no 
longer hefitate about what muft be done 
to prevent your being undone. You feem 
to be affeéted with what I have faid, and 
this encourages me to go on. 

Firft, then, mind but one Thing at once. 
Lay afide Negotiating, which, you find, 
does nothing ; and prepare for the fole 
Thing that will do ; a vigorous, and, which 
is of no lef; Confequence, an early Cam- 
paign.

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If this be the Cafe, the Scenes of Bar- 
barity an¢-Torture, that are fo often ex- 
hibited before the Eyes of the People, can 
adminifter to no other End, than to ex- 
tirpate and extingyith the foft and tender 
Paffions of the human Heart. For we 
daily fee, that the fimple Breathing a Vein, 
by Perfons who have feldom or never feen 
it before, cannot be born without great 
Anxiety, and fometimes Fainting. But this 
Abhorrence to the Spilling of human Blood 
is to be extinguithed by Cuftom ; and, by 
that great Bane of Senfe and Nature, the 
moft bloody Scenes may be made familiar 
to the human Mind: So that at the laft, 
we may be brought to behold the Breaking 
of Bones, and Rending of Limbs, without 
any Remorfe. I cannot fee how, upon 
any other trinciple than this, we can ac- 
count for the publick Stabbings, and pri- 
vate Affaffinations, among fome of our 
weak and pufillanimous Neighbours.

And as every Perfon, from his 
plain State of their Cafe, muft be truly 
fenfible of the Hardfhips they labour 
under, I hope foon to hear that fome 
honeft Patriot has diftinguifh’d bienle® 
by moving the Houfe, that there my 
be a Claufe added to fome Bill, t = 
pafied this prefent Seffion, to this Effe :

It is humbly-fuppofed, that 
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The only Reafon, that I know of, for 
burying the Dead at all, is, that they may 


this might be very eafily and properly added 
toa Law, which we hear is to be brought 
into Parliament againft Duelling : With this 
additional Dire@ion, That the Body of every 
Duelift might fhare the fame Fate ; efpe- 
cially as they feem to point it out as their 
Defire, by making the firft Incifion them- 
felves. 

An urgent Reafon for paffing fuch a Law 
at this ‘Time, is this ; That as we are now 
engaged in a War, we have an immediate 
Call for a great many young Surgeons, both 
by Sea and Land. Moit of thefe Surgeons 
are educated in the Country, and, without 
going thro’ feveral Courfes of Anatomy, 
they are utterly incapable of difcharging 
their feveral Offices with Safety to the Pa- 
tent, or Reputation to them/felves. 

To this may be added, the great Difficul- 
ties, that Gentleman is under, who (as I 
read in the Papers) bas undertaken to in. 
troduce the Manner of Diffeéting as prac- 
tifed at Paris; which is by providing each 
of his Pupils with one entire Body, and 
from Time to Time infpecting the D.ffec- 
tions himfelf. As I am inform’d, this Gen- 
tleman was educated under a late Great 
Man, and has the additional Advantage of 
a great deal of Skill and Induftry in his 
Profeffion ; I do not doubt, if affifted with 
Plenty of Bodies, but that he will improve 
his Scheme, to the Honour of the Pro- 
feffion, and the Benefit of the Nation in 
general, 

_ In cafe fuch a Law was paffed, it would 
In a great Meafure obviate the Difficulties 
the Surgeons are at prefent fubjedted to ; 
yet, confideritg the great Number of them, 
I am afraid it would be far from providing 
them with all the Bodies they will ftand in 
Need of, for the ordinary Bufinefs of Lec- 
tures. If this fhould be the Cafe, I can 
think of no other Method for fupplying 
this Deficiency by fair Means, than this ; 
That every unfhaken Patriot, and found 
Cemmonwealth’s-man, in this great Me- 
tropolis, out of his great Regard for the 
Good of Mankind in general, and the En- 
ouragement of the ingenious Arts, will, 


by his laft Will and Teftament, give and F 


bequeath his dead Body to fome Surgeon 
of his Acquajntance ; and in cafe he has no 
fuch, then to fuch other Surgeon who fhall, 
upon Infpeétion, think it worth his while 
to carry it away. By this Means every Sur- 
geon would be at Liberty to chufe as many 
of the beft Subjeéts as would be {ufficient 
for his Purpofe.

not be offenfive to the Living. And com- 
mon Senfe direéts, that this fhould be done 
in the moft frugal and private Manner that 
iS poffible : But inftead of this, we too often 
fee fuch an expenfive and pompous Shew, 
that it looks more Lke a Triumph than a 
Funeral. With this great Pomp and So- 
lemnity we are deliveréd up a Prey to the 
Worms ;_ and our Bones are jn a few Years 
refolved into their primitive State of Dutt. 
Thus the Form of our once-lov'd earthly 
Tabernacle is entirely deftroyed, without 
doing any other Good than enriching the 
Soil of the Church-yard, and thereby bet- 
tering the Pafture of the Parfon’s Horte., 

Whereas, by the Method I propofe, all 
the Funeral Expence will be a clear Saving 
to the Exeeutor: And it is apprehended, it 
will be Matter of great Confolation to every 
good Chriftian in his lait Moments, to 
think, that after bis Difolutjon from this 
tranfitory Life, his dead Body thal! be the 
Subjeét of many ufeful and inftructive Lef- 
fons to the Living. ‘This is what every 
wife Man muft with, and none but a fu- 
perftitious one can fear. 

Befides, if a Man fhould be-ambitious of 
preferving his Form in the Hands ot his Fa 
mily ; an ingenious Surgeon, for a Jefs Sum 
than is laid out for an ordinary Funeral, 
would make a Skeleton of his Bones, which 
might be handed down to the lateft Pofte- 
rity, without being hurt by the Injuries of 
Time. And, as a Skeleton is the moft du- 
rable, fo it is the moft juft Form of a Man ; 
efpecially if a Way could be found out to 
preferve the Features of the Face entire. 
And I am perfuaded, had the Bones of any 
of the great Heroes of Antiquity been pre- 
ferved in this Manner, Mankind would have 
a greater Defire to fee them, than the beft 
Form that ever was delinested upon Cane 
vas, or hewn out of a Block of Marble, 

I do not doubt but in a littl Time we 
fhall fee as exact and proper Forms for the 
Devife of a Man’s Body, as we now do of 
thofe for Bequeits to Hofpitals and Religious 
Houfes. But in this, I think, we need not 
be fo fcrupulovfly exa& ; for, I believe, it 
will be never worth the Lawyer's while to 
interpret away the plain Intent of the Do- 
nor,

myfelf no Surgeon ; tho’, I confefs, I now 
and then ftand in Need of their Affiftance.

The fame Day, Cdartes Rateiife, BMG; ace 
cording to a Rule of the Court of Kiaz’s-

Guards, and one Troop of Horfe Grenadikr 
Guards, and a Battalion of Foot Guards, 
marched about Eight in the Morning. The 
Horfe lin’d the Way from the Scaffold tol or. 
Gate, and the Foot with fonie of the Horle 
ercompats'd the Scaffold. About Ten, the 
Block, cover’d with Black, with a Cufiion, 
and two Sacks of Sawduft, wore brought 
up, and the Block fixed; and foon after 
the Coffin of the unhappy Gentleman, (o- 
ver'd with Black Velvet, and having cig! 
Handles, but no Plate upon it, was plised 
on the Scaffold. 

In the mean Time, Mr. Alderman 77 «- 
teroorrom and Mr, Alderman Alsop, the two 
Sheriffs, with their Under. Sherii/s, met at 
the Afitre Tavern in Fenchurch fircet, ancd 
from thence proceeded, the Under Sher, (fs 
in a Mowrning-Coach, and the Sherifis ix 
their Chariots, to the lower End “f the 

4” Minera, 
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Minories, where they were met by their 
Officers, who march’d before them till 
they came over againft the Victualling- 
Office, ,where they ftopt, and then the 
Under Sheriffs went down to the Eaft-Gate 
of the Tewer, which is next to Iron-Gate, 
when getting out of the Coach, they went 
up to the Gate, and feeing the Warders 
thro’ the Gate, they demanded Admit- 
tance to the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Tewer ; upon which the Gate was open’d, 
and they went in, and in about ten Mi- 
nutes return’d, and went into the Mourn- 
ing-Coach again, which waited for them ; 
and in a fhort Time after, the Prifoner was 
brought in a Landau, out at the £a/-Gare, 
and then the Proceffion began as follows: 
Firft, the Sheriffs Officers, then the Mourn- 
ing-Coach in which were the two Under- 
Sheriffs with their Wands ; then. the Landau 
with the Prifoner, and the Officers of the 
Tower who had him in Cuftody ; the Lan- 
dau was guarded by a Party of Foot-Guards 
with their Bayonets ix’d. Thus they pro- 
ceeded up Little Tewer-Hill, till they came 
over-againit the Victualling-Office, where 
the Sheriffs waited to receive him; and 
where the Prifoner got out of the Landau, 
and was put into the Mourning-Coach, 
which carried him about 100 Yards fur- 
ther, to a Booth huilt on Purpofe to repofe 
himfelf in, and hung with Black, at the 
Foot of the Stairs of the Scaffold. When 
he got out of the Landau, feeing fome Gen- 
tlemen he knew, he paid his Compliments 
in a very genteel Manner, and fmil’d, and 
coming to the Side of the Mourning- Coach, 
he atk’d the Officers who ftood to wait, 
whether he was to go in there? And being 
aofwer'd that he was, he only faid, Jr 1s 
well, and ftepp’d in directly. Being come 
to the Booth, attended with the Sheriffs, 
he ftaid there about ten Minutes, which 
he fpent chiefly in his Devotions, fpeaking 
but very littie to any body. He then walk’d 
up upon the Scatfold with great Calmnefs, 
being drefs’d in a Scarlet Coat, with Gold 
Buttons, the Sleeves fac’d with black Vel. 
vet, Scarlet Waiftcoat trimm’d- with Gold 
Lace, a Scarlet Pair of Breeches, and white 
Silk Stockings, and his Hat with a white 
Feather round it. He foon afked for the 
Executioner, who coming to him, he took

. Block, and putting his Hands together, 
made a fhort Prayer, when two of the 
Warders of the Tower came to him, one 
of each Side of him; one of them took off 
his Wig, and the other put a white Cap 
I 
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upon his Head; and then the unhanny 
Criminal rofe updrhis Legs, and with tha: 
Affiftance, pull’d off his Coat and Waift. 
coat. He then turn'd about and took his 
Leave, in a refpe@ful Manner, of the She- 
riffs, and then untied the gollar of his 
Shirt, which was faftened Veith a black 
‘Ribbon, and began to tuck the Collar of 
his Shirt down, but not being able to reach 
far enough behind, he defired the Execu. 
tioner to do it for him, which he did ac- 
cordingly. Then, after faying a thort Prayer 
to himfelf, and croffing himéelf feveral 
Times, he laid his Head down upon the 
Block ; and defired the Executioner to ftrike 
far enough, adding thefe his laft Words, 
When I jpread my Hands thus, do you tak: 
my Head off. Which Signal he gave in lefs 
than Half a Minute, when one Stroke of 
the Ax fever’d his Head, except a Bit of 
Skin, which was eut afunder at two or 
three Chops. The Body then fell down upon 
the Scaffold ; and the Executioner fearch- 
ing his Pockets, found half a Guinea, a 
Silver Crucifix, and his Beads. Four Un- 
dertaker’s-Men ftood ready with a Piece of 
red Bays to receive the Head as it fell of, 
and the Body and Head were put into the 
Coffin, and convey'’d in a Hearie, to tle 
Nagg’s Head in Gray's inn Lane, and 
foon after interr’d at Sr. Giles’s in ibe 
Fields.

Gosftrie, and Mr. Frafer: He likewile ac- 
quainted their Lordfhips, that he had no- 
thing to fupport himfelf, and defired that 
his Strong-Box might be return’d him.

AVING before given an authentick 

Account of the Paffage of the Var by 
the Combined Army of Aufirians and Sard:- 
nians, under the Command of General Brown, 
(p. 618.) we fhall now give the Accounts we 
have fince had of the Progrefs of the War 
on that Side. As foon as General Brown had 
entered the French Territories, he caufed to 
be difperfed 2 Manifefto, by which he pro- 
mifed Prote@tion to al! fuch us fhould re- 
main in their Habitations, and . behave 
peaceably ; threatning at the fame Time, 
with all the Chaftifements of War, thofe 
that abandoned their Houfes, or were found 
in Arms, without being regularly lifted in 
the Fresch Army. This produced fo gcbd 
an Effet, that moft of the Country Peo- 
ple, inftead of taking Arms againft him, 
not only remain quiet in their refpective 
Dwellings, but fupply him with every Kind 
of Neceffary, much beyond his Expecta- 
tion: The Cities and Villages chearfully 
pay the Contributions impofed upon them, 
and remain unmolefted ; and all Perfons of 
Diftinétion have Safe-guards fent them for 
protecting their Country Seats. As the 
Spantfe ‘Troops had feparated themfelves 
from the French Army, the latter was in 
no Condition to oppofe the Enemy, there- 
fore it retired behind the River Argens, leav- 
ing the whole Country to the Eaitward 
open to the Auffrians, except Antibes, the 
Siege of which Place has been begun by 
a Detachment from the Aufrian Army at 
a4 and a Part of the Briti/b Fleet by 
ea. 

Whilft the War has been thus carried 
into the Dominions of France, a moft cx- 
traordinary Revolution has happened in the 
State of Genoa, the Account of which we 
have as follows: On the sth of September in 
the Evening fome’ feditious Commotions 
manifefted themfelves in one of the Quar- 
ters of the City of Genoa, excited by the 
meaneft of the People, and occafioned by 
fome who complained, that the Subaltern 
Officers of the Aufir:an Troops would have 
caned them into ing ‘to the Port, one 
of the Mortars the Marquis de Borra had 
ordered fhould be embarked for Provence. 
There wanted nothing more to raifé'a Com- 
buftion in a Place where the Minds of all 
the People were already in a Ferment. It 
was a Fire fmothered indeed, but there 
wanted only a Spark to fet ita blazing. At 
the Fall of Night, all the Streets and large 
Squares of Genoa were full of People, and 
the confufed and threatning Murinurs they 
taade, foretold fufficiently fome dreaciful and 
defperate Cataftrophe. The Popalace on a 
fudden ran in Crowds to the Square of the 
Ducal Palace, occupied inflantly ail the 
Avenues and the Gates, ctying out, to have 
Arms given them for their Di » and 
threatning they would refpe*t none if their 
Demafd was not compli® with. Some 
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Senators, who happened by Accident to be 
with the Doge, endeavouréd, but to no 
Purpofe, to quiet the énraged Populace, 
Their Refentment was rifen too high to 
liiten to Remonftrarces. In this Spirit of 
Fury and Madnefs that poffeffed them, they 
hurried away to the Arfénal, forced it, 
made them/elves Mafters of the Arms and 
Ammunition, even to the Artillery, and 
then fpreading them{elves through ail Parts 
of the City, cried out, Let ws exterminate 
the Auftrians! All the Soldiers in that 
Service, who by Accident were in the 
Streets or Fublick-Houfes of Genoa, were 
inftantly facrificed to the Refentment of 
the Populace. The Marquis de Aorta gave 
Orders immediately to march a Body of 
Troops into the City to quell thefe Mad- 
men ; but befides that the People were all 
provided with Arms, they were already 
Mafters of moft of the Gates, and of the 
principal Batteries. Thefe Tumults conti- 
nued, and increafed on the 6th. On the 
oth they rofe {till higher, -fo that they 
brought Cannon‘with them, and attacked 
the Aufiriars, who were poffeifed of the 
Gate of St. Thomss, and mafacred all who 
made anyRefiftance. On the 8th and oth 
the Government interpofed, and flattered 
themfelves they fhould have been able to 
have brought about a Kind of Truce be- 
tween the People and the Aufrian Forces. 
In this they deceived themfelves egregioufly. 
On the roth in the Morning, all the Inha- 
bitants of the Vallies of Polfewera and Bi- 
Jagro were in Arms, and upwards of 20,000 
Men matched to join the Matineérs in the 
City. The Anfrians were now attacked on 
all Sides, they forced them to abandon not 
only the Pofts they had hitherto preferved 
in the City, but the Suburbs of Sr. Peter 
d’ Arena alfo, with a very great Lofs as well 
of Men killed as taken Prifoners. The 
Mutineers then feized al! the Magazines 
and Artillery. This Day being the 11th, 
we begin to recover our Spirits a little in 
this Capital, after five Days of the moft 
dreadful Confiufion ; but after all, it.is the 
Scene only that is changed ; the Commo- 
tion is transferred to the other Domipions 
of the State, along the Eaftern and Weftern 
Riwvirras. The tapi are retiring through 
the Streights and Paifés of the Mountains, 
purfued by the Subjects of the Republick, 
who appear refolved to pufh on to Szvéne, 
and to oblige the Predmenrefe’ to raife the 
Sicge of that Place.
